THE NEXT NATIONAL NECESSITY.

BY COL. A. W. BLAYRACK,

In a country where every citizen
has an equal share in the sovereign-
ty, there is no valid reason why top-
ics relating to national affuirs ahour&
be left entirely Lo professional politi-
ciana. Neither should the columns
of a lilerary magazioe be considered
an inappropriate place for the non-
partis:n reflections of those who have
the general welfare at heart, and who
care leas for the behests of party,
than they do for their country, and
its grand, onward march to that mag-
nificent destivy, or that imposing
ruiu, one or the olher of which lies
in the unknown fature. Itiss great
privilege to be & citizen of such a
country—a partaker in such a na-
Lionality. Bqt this privilege is fet-
tered to the rusponsibility of faith-
fully performing the duties of citi-
zenship. It is one of those duties to
consider well what service can be
rendered by each individual, in or
der that the country may be better
and richer for its baving lived in it
And this is a daty not hikely to be

of serving their couniry by making]
it serve them. A crisis is coming,
in which those who bold office for
the sake of greed and gain will be on
one side, and Lhe peaple on the other.
Upon the result of that issue will de-
pend the very existence of republican
institations, and those who indulge
in the sombre apprebensions of the
alarmist, are not the only ones who
look forward with doubt and fear, to
the terrible trial which remaina to
test the fate of the repablic. Eter-
ual vigilance is the price of liberty,
aud even that ancient aphorism has
nol saved those nationalities alter
which our own i8 modeled, and it re-
maing Lo be seen whether maukiod
are capable of profiting by the ex-
amples, or taking warming by the
vissitudes of other generations. Un-
less they cau de so, history would
seem to be very useless. And yet,
that no one generation repeats the
follies, the blunders, and the crimes
of its antecedents, is proved right
under our eyes every day. The hope
in our country is in the superior in-
telligence of its maeses, and the be-
nign influence of a pure religion.
But knowledge is a two-edged sword,
and men will not always unse the
knowledge they have to the advan-
tage of virtue and honesty. Knowl.
edge sometimes merely increases the
skill of the wrong-doer, and to do
right for its own sake is far more es-
sential to the public safety, than to
know a great deal and perform a very
little. On the other hand, potent as
religion has ever been to improve
and sanctify individuoal life, it has
heretofore been found a disturbing
element in government, and worldly
affairs geem to glide along more
smoothly when managed with world-
ly wisdom. Where, then, is our im-
munity from the perils that bave
heretofore overwhelmed republics?
It can only be found 1n an honest
love of..country, broad as the conti-
nent on which we live, and lasting
from generation unto generation.

The government hus shown itself
sufliciently strong to coerce refracto-
ry stales, but the next question af:
fecting its performance ia far more
vilal—can they be made to love it?
Without this, & government resting
upon the consent of the governed,
cannot last. There is no danger of
Any more secession soon in this coun-
try. We bave lately had a bitter
lesson bn that subject. The perils
that threaten us, frown in the por-
tents of a growing political eorrup-
tion. The next atruggle of the repub-
lic for its life, will bave to be fought
agaiost vice, luxury and demoraliza-
tion. Those who sincerely deaire
the perpetuity of the constitution,
should lose no time in preparing
their country to grapple with contin-
geuncies lying just abead, as atartling
us those which lie just behind us.

The fight we have had was & mere
skirmish compared to that which
awaits our children, unless this gen-
eralion, by timely action, avert the
danger. Nor is there time for de-
lay. In our day men move with in-
tensified velocity. In ten years of
average life now, 8 man would live
more than in fifty of tha olden time.
Besides, the conflict has already be-
gun. The enemy are in the field.
There is need for something to be
deue at once, and that something
must be the right thing.

We must bhave s return te the
sterling primitive privciples of the
republic.

Preliminary to this, we must have
a better understanding with each
other as citizens of 4 common couon-
try. Harmony of sentiment and con-
cert of action among good and true men
of the whole country, 18 the next nation-
al necessity. And lortunately every
citizen can contribute to this, by
simply divesting himself of his preju-
dices, and offering up his party spirit
upon the altar of his couotry. The
time has come of which Washington
gave us warning in his farewell ad-
dress. 'I'hose who hope always for
the best, are the most likely to face
danger with discretion, and rise to
the true dignity of patriotism. And
first of all, sectional antagonism must
be eradicated. How to calm turbid
passions engendered by the late sec-
tional war, has been no easy prob-
lem. The friends of reconciliation
have apparently had a hard task.

Seward, the wiliest diplomat of the
century, retired from the experi-
ment, baflled and defeated. Johnson
and Greeley and Sumnper have suc-
cessively made noble, though con-
flicting, racrifices for its sake, and
found that instead of creating light,
they were only flinging loore embers
over a powder magazine. Plan after

lan of the magicians has exploded
Just a8 they supposed they bad reach-
ed the point of discovery. The few
sugpestions made by Lthose who were
bouestly on the losing side, have been
even more unsatisfuctory. The sub-
ject seems to be so disagreeable, that
men who are otberwise reasonable
enough, cannot talk about it without
losing temper and falling out with
their friends. Aond yet Lhere is no
good reason why this matter should
not be discussed in a temperate mood,
and disposed of as any other neces-
sary business transaction which bas
proved painful becaunse it has paid a
losa.

There must come a time when
members of the national partnership

will quietly recognise the force of
facts and figures, and charze up the
bopeless results of the war to profit
and loss.
Politicians cannot be expected to
do this. In their estimation, states-
manstip is 8o to menage elections as
to get into office, and so L0 manage
their offices 88 Lo secure re-election
or sppointmeant, or to make combi-
nations and slates, whereby they may
be transferred from one green pas-
ture to another. Their world is nar-
row, for it is limited to—self.
Of its journalists, the conntry may
indulge a safer bope. The many bril-
liant writers who daily address an
audience scattered throogh all parts
of the country, have broad compre-
bension from the very discipline of
their vocation, and Lhey have liber-
ally eucouraged pacification by hold.
ing up to popalar sdmiration every
magnsnimous example. t these
men must earn their bread by the ex-
cellence of their productions on the
doe band, and the dividends realized
by their publishers on tes other.
And the writers have not been alto-
ether free from the control of the
ublishers. Many of these publish-

performed by those whe only think'Ter# live by the patronage ot poliu-

cians, and those whu do not, carry
comparative little political influence
Nevertheless, the press has done and
ia doing good work towards the reas-
toration of good feeling, and many a
noble thought goes home to the beart
At the quiet morning bour, when,
searching for news, the eye rests on
some powerful appeal for peace,coup-
led with some current incident fa-
miliar to everybody, and therefore
available to point a moral, and make
those who are personal strangers to
each other, and residing far apart,
arrive at simultaneous conclusions,
just as though they were sitting
within reach of the same voice.

It was one of these writers who
remarked, just after the close of
the war, thau the difficulty in the
way of making peace was Lo re
strain the fury of the non combat-
ants. Awndit is a notorious corrob-
orative fact that not a single sol-
dier of auy eminence as Lo enurage
npon either gide has said or doue
anything to provoke the passions
or arouse Lhe phrensy of his ad-
versaries.

It is another singular fact that
almost every attempt to hurry up
conciliation bas brought the suthor
of it into disrepute with his late
comrades, It seems to be one of
those things in which the masses
move slowly but surely, and in
which they do not brook leader.
ship or precipitation. 'I'bey wish
for time to think it over aa they go
slong. But there should be a lim-
it to this dilatoriness, or those
who participated in the war will
all die before the proper time comes
to forgive them. We are not the
first or only people who at the end
of a civil war bave had to forgive
each other many grievous wrongs.
But this forgiveness must be thor-
ough. It must emanate from the
source of power—the people .hem-
selves. There must be faith, there
must be hope, there must be chur-
ity.

yThe North should be judged mot
so much by what it did as by what
it might bavedoue. The South not
8o much by what it has done, as by
what it bas suffered. Wheneve:
the pac{:le muster to the polls aud
prove by their ballots that they
will no longer tolerate the fiend of
hate, the legislation of the country
will soon retlect the real sentiment~
of the musses. The people at heart
are right. The war of 1861 was
contrary to their wishes and their
jndgment. A comparatively few
men planged their countrymen then
into a general war which the ma-
jority condemved =as unnecessary,
and unless some check is placed up-
on the power und audacity, the
greed and selfishness of those who
are now following politics a8 &
trade, there 1@ nothing Lo preven:
the atter subversion of the constito-
tion. Nor will & mere change in
the administration do this. There
is a shamefal similiarity betweeu
the abuse of power and Lhe means
of gettiug it, which is prevaleut i
one party, apparently as much &s
the other. If men were houest, it
would make little difference which
party gain- the ascendancy. Aund
when both are dishonest, it makes
little difference too.

The disgrace and danger to the
country are the same when tri-
umphant Tammany robs Deraoerati
New York, s when defiant spelia-
tors riot iu peculatien npon the pub
lic treasury at the national capital.
There ought to be a spirnit in the
land suofficiently aleof from party
control to discard every other an-
tagonism, and lay aside every other
difference, until the guestion is set-
tled between the houwest men and
the rogues. The latter should be
driven from political econsequence.
This is not to be done by chimeric-
al experiments in getling up new
parties, or fashionable new depar-
tures to disrupt old ones, But
there must be & more active asser-
tion of the good and true men with-
in their own party lines, to purify
and sweep before their own doors.
And betore this can be hoped,
there must be a restoration of peuce,
and not of peace aloue, but of con-
fidence beiween those who differed
about the war. For while the bears
have been fighting over ii, the fox
has walked off with the booty.
But the same perplexing question
recurs : How to bring about this
reconciliation  One way is Lo stop
imputing bad motives Lo others who
have hitherto led an honurable lite.
Just a8 soon &s cne of these mani-
feata a peaceable disposition, and
appears willing to aocept reconcili.
ation, the post bellum valor of the
mischief-makers breaks out in
clamor and vituperation. And what
will these noisy critics propose them-
selves! Nothing! Beauregard ac-
cepts his fate, resolves to make the
best of it, and appeals to friend and
foe to give the honest men in Louia-
iana a chance to barmonize for the
sake of existence itself, and, strange
1o say, men who never fired a shot,
denounce him streighlway as a rene-
gade, and hurl epithels as vigorously
as Beauregard handled the engines
of war.

Henry A. Wise tries to make
peace, and men who turned pale at
the name of Ossawotamie Brown,
call bim a traitor to the South.

Men seem to forget that it is im—
possible for any one to make
friends of his late foes, or even a
part of them, without smootbing the
way to forgiveness for every body
else. Men seem to forget that
there is a differenee between de-
serting a cause during its controver-
sy, and makiog the best of it hke
men aftor the strife is over and only
its consequences remain to be dealt
with. Shelby, Wade Hampton
snd Beauregard were beroes iu the
war. They have seen fit to counsel
the acceptance of the situation, by
closingin with the ultimatum im-
poeed by the North, sod men who
never did any fighting, and do not
propose to do any hereafler, bespat-
ter them with epithets.

Itis some comfort to know that
these men won laurels their calum-
niators cannot tarnish, and that ra-
ceding cycles of time will lift them
irto exalted fame, while narrow-
minded and recalcitrant bigots will
sink into merited oblivion. »
And whal bave Lthese oensois
done'to lend a belping hand to the
South since its day of darkness and
woe? How many friends for it
bave they made? How many
prejudices have they removed from
the minds of men capable of doing
good or ill for the people they
champion ! Can they nsme them?
If not, they should be carefal lest
they prove an impedient to the
welfare of the honest and troe men
ot the Soath, who are to-day suffer-
ing consequerces they never have
deserved, brought upon their beada
by Lhe indiscreet language of pre-
temled friends,

How can there ever be any con-
cert of sction when every thing
that is proposed is booted down by
one faction, and voted down by
the other ? Those common suffer-
ings which one would suppose
would beget ccmmon sympathies,
scem ouly to bave brought forth
petfulness and mistrust. Shell
nobody trust anybody ? Shall the
jealousy of those who almost agree
te us bitter as the hoatility of those
who differ ! Shall bickerings never
cemse ! Shall quarrels that bave
been kept u% until they have lost
all prestige, be still kept up until
they dinive men mad?

We canoot hope for real peace
except through mutusl concession.
It may be pleasanter to lay all blame
on others, and refuse to admit any
truth disadvantageous to ourselves.
But pesce is worth some self-de-

nial, and it is a soft sbewer
that turneth away wrath. A
tree and full expression of in-

dividual opinion is compatible with
ull the amenities of life, and cultiva-
ted minds are accustomed to exapm-
ine all shades of opinion in order
that they may the better make up
tbeir own.

Men are not neceasarily inconsist-
ent who accept and abide by condi-
tions they struggled againat, but
couid not help. Men of energstioc
thought cannot abide stagnation of
ideas. As circumstances change
around them,new images are evolved,
new plans unfolded. The human
mind accomplishes nothing in a state
of repose. And those who acquire
wvew thoughts, are apt to torgeu old
prejudices.  Intellectusl progress
often detects and exposes the errors
of not only other men but of the
thinkers themselves, and hence ari-
ses that liberality of refined society
which begets a spirit of charity as
broad and generous as Christianity
itsell.

It need not be ssserted that the
South bas been treated as well as it
bus deserved since the surrender.
I'nat would open the door to another
angry discussion. But 1t can be
sufely said that the representative
men of the South have been more
mildly dealt with than they theni-
selves expected.

It was perbaps natural that the
North, after such a desperate atrug-
gle,should bave felt some uneasiness,
eitber that wheir ultimatum would be
disregarded, or that hostilities might
be revewed. They were too mag-
nauimous to execate or banish the
leading men of the South, but they
jealously excladed them from all
places of trust and hooor, and shut
them out from the councils of the
uation,

Nutaral 48 this mistrust may bhave
been, it has retarded pacification, sud
has been a financial misfortune to
the men whe indulged it, as well as
a serions detriment to those towarda
whom directed. There were men at
the South—goud and true men, who
stood ready to set examples ef pa-
triotism, and to give counsels of wis-
dom. But the disfranchisement of
these men, broke up all respectable
leadership in the South; and, left
without leaders, there could be no
practical concert of action among
good men, accustomed to look for
advice and enlightenment to those
whom they loved, honored and trust-
ed, just as the people of other States
love, honor and trust those whom
they consider safe counselors in pub-
lic affairs. This may bave gratified
some fow who were narrow enough
to rejoice in what they imagined
would bumiliate the South. But it
was a great disaster to the North,
and equally as degrading to it as to
the Soath, for the character of the
United Sates Congress as to truth,
veracity and honesty has been sadly
impaired by excluding the South's
true representatives, and admitliog
pliant spoliators, who are a reproach,
not 8o much to their immediate con-
stituency, as to the nation whpee
laws are in their making, and whose
Credit Mobilwer, Vienna Exposition
scandal and back pay steals, have
disgraced our nuationality amoog
hounest men throughout the world,
But there is another regpect in which
disfranchisement has operated inja-
riously to the North. Those men
who have surreptitiously crept into
the vacant places of the South's tru-
ly representative men, have busily
made mischief, and in the conscious-
uess of their false position, they bave
forecast prognostications ss to
what their chauces for prefermeut
would be when disfranchisement
should be done away with, and have
made bitter and uncalled-for attaoka
of & sweeping kind upon the recon-
struction acts, upon the administra-
tion, upen everybody and every-
thing that they imagined was hate-
ful to the distranchised, and these
utterauces have been currently re-
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
